The train left Knoxville last night 
and reached Louisville at 8 a. m. It 
had passed Magnolia street and was 
proceeding at a moderate rate of speed 
when a flamge on a wheel of the smoker

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The plunge of the smoker uncoupled 
the engine. baggage and express cars. 
The smoker and two coaches jumped the 
track and crashed into a fteight train 
on the siding and were badly damaged. 
The sleeping cars from Knoxville and 
Nortonville left the track also, but were 
not damaged and their occupants were 
unhurt. 

All of those killed met death in the 
smoker and day coach. It is reported 
that every person in the smoker was 
killed.

WASHINGTON, "May 28.—The Gov- 


ernment hag taken steps to punish the 
persons responsible for the lynching in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., on March 19 last, of 
the negro, Ed Johnson, who, under sen- 
tence of death for assault, had been al- 
lowed an appeal by the United States 
Supreme Court, 

In the Supreme Court today Attor- 
ney-General, Moody asked that the per- 
sons: involved be summoned to show 
cause why they should not be punished 
for contempt of the court.

In a fight caused by a dispute over 
a dollar, William B. Abbott, proprie- 
tor of three poolrooms, shot a cus- 
tomer carly Monday tn his establish- 
ment over 106-110 North Sixth 
street. The man, wounded just above 
the heart, ran downstairs and half a 
block east on Pine street, then fell 
dead. His body is at the Morgue. 
Abbott is a prisoner in the Four 
Courts. holdover, and says he fired the 
shot in self-defense. 

Abbott said he had never seen the 
man before, and none of the others in 
the poolroom was able to identify him. 

He was about 25 years old, feet 9 
inches tall and weighed about 150 
pounds. His face was smooth, with no 
indication of any growth of beard. His 
hair was rather long and dark brown, 
his eyes gray, his teeth white and well 
kept, his hands ecalloused andd _ iscol- 
ored, as though ~with hard work. He 
wore a new suit of clothes, bough$g at a 
The suit is of black 
cloth, with small streaks of white run- 
ning lengthwise of the goods. He wore 
a white shirt, a celluloid collar, size 
14%, and a black string tie. His cloth- 
ing was cheap, but new. In his pock- 
ets were found $2.10, three buttons and 
two keys and a bottle of medicine with 
no label tu indicate where it came from. 

The shooting occurred shortly after 
$:30 a. m. Monday, and Abbott was 
arrested an hour later at his mother's 
home, 2825 Morgan street. A half doz- 
en men who were in the establishment 
at the time of the shooting were cited 
to appear as witnesses at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest. Abbott says that he

expects them to substantiate his story, 


of self-defense. 
Never Saw Him Before. 


Abbott is 43 years old and has lived 
jn St. Louis 16 years. He has been con- 
ducting pool rooms for 17 years past. 
He says he never took a drink of in- 
toxicants in his life, and says that he 
Was never arrested before. 

“IT never saw the .man I shot 
this morning,’ said Abbott to a_ Post- 
Dispatch reporter at the Four Courts. 
“Il had been to my pool room on Pine 
street and had just entered the Sixth 
to settle up with Frank 
Kline who conducts the place for me. 
I was at a table counting up the pro- 
ceeds of the day's business, when I 
heard some trouble between two men 
who had been playing pool. 

“One of them was accusing someone 
of having stolen a gollar, and was 
threatening to blow out the brains of 
someone if the money was not returned, 
I arose and walked over to the table to 
told him to be 
careful, and said I had seen many 4 
man get into trouble over a dollar that 
cost him $15 in Police Court. 

“He would not stop, and told 
would blow out my brains if I 
fered. He thrust his hand into his hip 
pocket as though for a weapon. 

“I ealled to Kline to get a policeman.

Capitalist Was Pinned Under 
Auto in Illinois Road 
Accident. 


The funeral of William F. Nolker will 
be held Tuesday afternoon from his late 
residence, 4504 Lindell boulevard, where 
he died Sunday night from an automo- 
bile accident of eight days before. 

Mr. Nolker was ireasurer of the St. 
Louis Brewing Association, an officer 
in numerous corporations and one of the 
best-known capitalists in St. Lous, 

The accident which caused his death 
occurred Saturday, May 19, near Paris, 
Ill. Mr. Nolker, Breckenridge Jones, 
president of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co.; J. Parrish and E. H. Benoist 
were riding in a touring car from Paris, 
Ill.. to Marshall, inspecting Kinloch tel- 
ephone long distance lines. 

A tire on a forward wheel burst and 
the machine skidded from the road over 
an embankment, turning over. Mr. Nol- 
ker was caught under the machine. His 
shoulder was dislocated and he was in- 
ternally injured. He was brought home 
on. the next train. His injuries were 
not thought to be fatal until last Thurs- 
d

liam H. and Robert E. Nolker—survive 
him, They were at his bedside when he 
died. 

Mr. Nolker was born in Osnabrueck, 
Germany, Dec. 6, 1840. He came to 
the United States when he was 16 years 
old. In Cincinnati he worked in a hotel 
owned by his brother. He was also con- 
‘ductor on a street car line in Cincin- 
nati. He served three months in the 
Ii’nion army and was later a messenger 
in one of the Cincinnati banks. 

Mr. Nolker came to St. Louis in 1873, 
and soon after entered the ‘brewery 
business. He married Miss Louisa 
Brinekwirth, daughter a wealthy 
brewer, June 5, 1873. Nolker died 
in 1883. 

Mr. Nolker was a member of the Mis- 
souri Athletic, Union, St. Louis and 
(Glen Echo clubs. He was a Scottish 
Rite Mason, a charter member of Moo- 
lah Temple, Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine, and past eminent commander of 
Ascalon Commandery No. 16, Knights 
Templar. 

Eugene H. Benoist and Breckinridge 
Jones, the other St. Louis occupants of 
the car, who were hurt, are both able 
to be at their offices. Mr. senoist’s 
ankle was sprained. Mr. Jones’ face 
was scratched and his right eye bruised.

Everything was closed, in- 
cluding the discussions as to what the 
police intended to do with Sunday 
baseball, They put the lid on it, ar- 
resting the club officials, the play- 
ers and all the employes. 

A Hebrew who does not consider 
Sunday the Sabbath day, and who, 
therefore, serenely indifferent to 
Sunday laws which do not go into ef- 
fect on Saturday, was the only man 
in Louisville or Jefferson County who 
sold liquor throughout the day. He 


was arrested early yesterday morning, 
but was released after explaining his 
point of view to the Chief of Police, 
and was allowed to operate his bar at 
amusement park. The tip went 
through the city and the place was 
crowded all dav. The Hebrew will 
be tried later, but he ts happy. He is 
enthusiastically booming the lid. 

Four other places where liquor is sold 
had been designated by the Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association to test the 
law. The proprietors of these were not 
only arrested, but the places were kept 
closed thereafter. 

Resides the saloons, all the barber 
shops, bowling alleys, billiard halls, the- 
aters, grocery stores, and, in fact,.ev- 
erything except hotels, drug stores and 
railroad and street car lines, were 
closed. Two.-free ‘‘sacred concerts” at 
the largest amusement park in Jeffer- 
son County were not molested, but none 
of the employes was permitted to work.

Princess Ena’s Request Spares 
Spaniard About to Die 
on Gallows. 


MADRID, May 28.—The feature of to- 
day's festivities in honor of the wedding 
of King Alfonso to Princess Victoria, as 
the Spaniards term Princess Ena of Bat- 
tenberg, was an automobile parade in 
which a royal party participated. Two 
hundred cars beautifully decorated with 
flowers and flags and filled with pretty 
women in gay costumes, defiled through 
the streets, which were packed with 
holiday crowds. 

On passing the royal palace, King 
Anfonso, Princess Charles and Fer- 
dinand and the Infanta Isabel joined 
the procession, the King and princes 
driving their own cars, The route 
was to the Pardo Palace, where Prin- 
cess Victoria reviewed the parade.

Grocer Called Little Daughter 
and She Struggled to

ENDED CONSTANT PAIN 


Broken Limb Had Made Man 
Sufferer for Many 
Months. 


Edward R. Klostermann, a grocer at 
“400 Cass avenue, called his favorite 
daughter, Rosie, 17 years old, at 5 a. m, 
Monday, bade her farewell, and in her 
presence drank half a pint of carbolic 
acid, resisting her efforts to wrest the 
bottle from his hand.

Unremitting pain from a fracture of the 
right leg, which was broken a year ago 
and improperly set, is assigned by the 
family as the cause of Klostermann’s 
act.

Rosie was awakened from sieep Mon- 
day by the voice of her father. He 
called her a second time, impatience 
ringing in his tone. She left the room 
adjoining his,-where she had slept with 
her motner, and went to him. | 

Klostermann was sitting on the side 
of his bed, partly dressed. In his hand 
was a soda bottle. 

‘‘Good-by, Rosie,’’ he said. ‘‘This ends 
it all, little sweetheart.”’ 

With one hand Klostermann warded 
off his daughter, while with the other he 
pressed the soda bottle to his lips until 
he had drained the last drop. He then 
caught the girl convulsively to him and 
fell from the bed in a convulsion, 

Rosie's scréams brought the family 
into the room—Mrs. Klostermann and 
the other three children, who lived with 
their parents. After the first spasm of 
pain Klostermann lost consciousness. 
Dr. Orlando Gibson of 1310 North Jeffer- 
son avenue was summoned, but found 
the man dead. 

Klostermann was 43 years old.

Lessees of Flats 
Must Contract to 
Use Rubber Heels. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 23%.—Rub- 
ber heels at the expense of land- 
lords for flat dwellers is the lat- 
est innovation of renting agents 
here. There is a clause in the 
more recent leases of apartment 
houses that every member of a 
family must wear rubber heels on 
shoes while in the apartment. 

The innovation is ‘for the pur- 
\pose of securing some manner of 
quiet in the crowded apartment 
houses. In apartment houses 
where go-carts are permitted it is 
specified that the wheels must be 
caubpped with rubber tires. 

On moving in, tenants are sent 
to a nearby shoemaker who has 
a contract with the landlord to 
equip their shoes with the noise- 
less heels and consequently there 
is never any complaint of ‘‘the 
racket overhead” in that house. 

The provision in the lease pro- 
viding for rubber heels reads as 
follows: 

“And it is hereby further agreed 
that the said party of the sec- 
ond part (the tenant) obligates 
himself and the members of his 
family to wear only shoes 
equipped with rubber heels, anf 
the said party of the first part 
(the landlord) hereby agrees to 
pay the expenses of fitting rubber 
heels to all shoes regularly worn 
by the tenant and the members of 
his family, provided that such 
heels shall be fitted only at a shop 
to be designated by the party of 
the first part.”’

For a 
period she owned Greenacre, a fine coun- 
try home near Antioch, II. 


SLAYER OF MILLIONAIRE 
SNELL NEVER CAPTURED. 


The story of the murder of Million- 
aire Amos J. Snell and the sudden 
and inexplicable disappearance of his 
Supposed murderer, ‘Willie’ B. Tas- 
cott, has been the subject of police 
theories and newspaper stories for 18 
years, but the slayer, if alive, is still 
a fugitive. 

Owner of the toll road running 
through Jefferson, and one of Chica- 
g0’s largest real estate owners, Snell 
was found murdered in his bed at his 
home, 425 Washington boulevard, Chi- 
cago, on the morning of Feb. 8, 1888. 
There was a bullet hole in the breast 
and another behind the left ear. A 
check for $5000, made by A. J. Stone, 
Mr. Snell's son-in-law, payable to 
Snell, was missing from an iron box 
in the bedroom. What other property 
Was secured by the murdered .-is un- 
known to this day, as Snell himsglf 
was the only person to’ whom the 
contents of his strongbox was known. 

An extraordinary feature of the 
crime was the fact that, although the 
murder was committed at 2 a. m. and 
the pistol shots awakened servants in 
the house, no attention was paid to 
the unusual noises and the body was 
not found until 7 o'clock, when the 
coachman entered the house to attend 
to the furnace. 

One by one the meager clews were 
taken up by hordes of city and private 
detectives and each was followed per- 
sistently to its baffling end. The mem- 
bers of the family could give little in- 
formation. The murdered man’s wife 
Was very ill at the time and was not 
told of the death of her- husband until 
several days after the funeral. The 
daughter, Mrs. Frank Coffin, who has 
since figured in sensational] divorces and 
remarriages, was visiting friends in M‘]- 
waukee.” The servants apparently 
knew nothing. 

A few articles found in the murdered 
man’s bedroom finally rastened suspic- 
cion upon ‘Willie’ Taseott, and the 
fruitless search across the continent and 
into foreign countries for a man with a 
$50,000 price on his head began. In the 
office of the Chicago custodian of police 
property today are a small russet hand- 
bag, a& plain gold ring with a ruby set- 
ting and a pile ef shirts marked “W. 
B. T.”"’ Some of these articles were 
found in Snell's home the morning aft- 
er the murder; others were recovered in 
a pawnshop; all were identified by a 
woman with whom he had associated 
as the property of ‘Willie’ Tascott. 

For 18 years Tascott has eluded the 
police of the entire country. No less 
than a dozen suspects have been ar- 
rested in different cities, but proved that 
they were not the fugitive and were 
released. And so the murder of Million- 
aire Snell, though not in itself so much 
of a mystery, has baffled the Chicago 
authorities for nearly two decades.

DOGGED LIKE CRIMINALS 





Says Company’s Books Will 
Show How Individuals 
Were Tracked. 





EXPERT FIXES RAILWAYS 





Trust Never Suffers in Any 
Traffic. Deal, Gruet 
Declares. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 28.—John P. Gruet, 
for many years secretary of the Wat- 
ers-Pierce Oil Co. of St. Louis, and one 
of the prominent men of the Standard 
Oil Company, which controls the former 
corporation, said today that there were 
some things he wished to add to his 
revelations in the Sunday Post-Dispatch 

regarding the great oil monopoly. 

“I notice-that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in Cleveland is bring- 
ing out some facts regarding the trou- 
ble of independent shippers with rail- 
roads,’’ remarked Mr. Gruet. “‘One man 
said that his consignments were de- 
layed by the Waters-Pierce agents. I 
do not recall] this particular case, but 
such things happened to many dealers 
who tried to oppose the Standard. 

“In the St. Louis offices a certain of- 
ficial was charged with the duty of at- 
tending to the railroads. He expended 
such money as was needed, and used 
whatever methods were necessary to 
head off competition. We other officers 
were particular never to know just what 
he did, because we always had in mind 
the possibility of being called to the 
witness stand under oath—so, while we 
imagined perfectly well what was going 
on, we could truthfully reply that we 
had no direct information on the sub- 


ject, 
“The Standard maintains an extensive 


telegraph system of its own. Along the 


route of every pipe line is the private 
wire of the company, directly owned by 
it. This affords trunk lines from East 
to West. In addition there are private 
wires leased from the telegraph compan- 
ies connecting the principal cities. To 
guard against leaks, aS soon as a mées- 
sage reaches a point on the tank line 
it is switched so that no unfriendly ear 
hears it. 

‘Some witnesses assert that the tele- 
graph wires are tapped to learn of the 
movements of the rivals. That is pos- 
sible, but to prove it is a very difficult 
thing. A company that subsidizes rail- 
road clerks would not hesitate to ap- 
proach telegraph companies. But of this 
I have no direct knowledge, and there- 
fore cannot speak. 


Secret Service System, 


“All around the country spies and de- 
tectives are used whenever necessary. 
This system applies not only to obtain- 
ing information concerning rivals, but is 
applied to the Standard’s own employes. 
Men are tracked and watched as if they 
were suspected criminals. I have in 
mind instances where books showed ex- 
penditures that proved to be for secret 
service funds and reports on movements 
of individuals. 

“The system of obtaining information 
is an extensive one. Nothing that di- 
rectly or indirectly affects the trust is 
secret very long from 2% Broadway. It 
would be easily within the province of 
the secret service to know that I am 
talking with you in this hotel. I have 

no doubt that my presence in town was 
reported soon after my arrival. 

“ww, H. Tilford occupied a position in 
the Standard, which in ordinary busi- 
ness would be called general manager 
of the details of organization. He con- 
trols and directs the fleld forces 
throughout the country. H. M. Tilford 
is his assistant and factotum, who issues 
flats to the subsidiary Standard Oil com- 
panies. James A. Maffitt is one of the 
amartest men in the business. He is 
an executive in conjunction with W. H. 
Tilford, his particular lines being re- 
fineries and the freight situation. The 
latter department of freights is proving 
most interesting, in view of recent in- 
vestigations. 

Expert Rate 

‘Immediately in charge of the railroad 
traffic is S. M. Felton, for many years 
connected with Western roads. He 
maintains intimate relations with rail- 


roads and officials throughout the coun- 
try, and sees to it that the Standard is 
never a loser in any traffic arrange- 
ment. Mr. Felton sometimes came to 
St. Louis to consult with officials of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co., of which I was 
secretary. in regard to rates in our ter- 
ritory. Rates and tonnage were never 
fixed with any regard for public or in- 
dividual interests, but always for No. 2% 
Broadway. 

“The United States is not the only 
country which’ suffers under the oil 
monopoly. Mexico is as absolutely in 
ite grasp. The Waters-Pierce Co. first 
entered that field and established a re- 
finery. Crude oil Is shipped from Phila- 
delphia in Standard tank steamers to 
Mexican rts and refined there by the 
Waters-Pierce refineries. 

“H. Clay Pierce of this ofl company 
je also a president of the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railway. Along this line, at Ebano. 
is an oll fleld that will be handicapped 
and undeveloped unless ownership goes 
to the Standard. The first act of the 
present management of the Mexican 
Central on assuming office, was to can- 
cel a contract for oi] with the Ebano 
operators. Mexico's greatest need is 
fuel, many parts of the country being 
almost destitute of it. Until the rail- 
roads establish a cheap commodity rate 
on fuel oll the country must suffer. 

“The Standard monopoly is maintained 
in Mexico by a variety of means. It 
long has been the custom in Spanish 
countries for officials to look to their 
private interests. I think I may say 
that the Standard has never scrupled in 
Mexico nor in the United States to 
gratify the private desires of persons 
whose influence was needed.’
